At the Beaucaire, pre season GP 
warmup race, in Beaucaire, France, on 
February 13, American Tallon Vohland 
(Kaw) scored the overall win ahead of 
Italy's Alessandro Puzar (Hon), Ger- 
many's Pit Beirer (Hon), Great Britain's 
Kurt Nicoll (Hon) and Belgium's Stefan 
Everts (Suz). Three other Americans 
competed, including defending 125cc 
World Champion Bobby Moore (Yam), 
Bader Manneh (Hon) and Jimmy But- 
ton (Hon). Moore finished seventh; 
Manneh ninth, and Button 10th. Voh- 
land won the first two motos and fin- 
ished sixth in the third moto, which was 
won by Beirer. 


Marc Colomer (Mon) was the winner of 
the Solo Moto Indoor Trial, held in the 
Palau Sant Jordi Stadium in Barcelona, 
Spain, on February 11. The Spaniard 
edged out his fellow countryman, Joan 
Pons (G-G) in the final. Brit Steve Col- 
ley (G-G) was third. Jordi Tarres, Amos 
Bilbao and Takumi Narita were elimi- 
nated in the first heat. With six rounds 
left in the World Championship Indoor 
Trials Series, Colomer leads Tarres, 751- 
665. Tommi Ahvala sits third with 520. 


Cycle News Rider of the Year Ty Davis 
(Kaw) captured the overall victory dur- 
ing the opening round of the 1995 AMA 
National Championship Hare Scrambles 
Series at the Hollister Hills SVRA in 
Hollister, California, on February 12. 
Defending champion Rodney Smith 
(Suz) finished second with Steve Hatch 
third. Scott Summers (Hon) and Cole 
Marshall (Hon) completed the top five. 


Scott Sheak (Suz) won the 125cc Pro 
class at round five of the GFI Winter 
Series, held at Perris Raceway in Perris, 
California, on February 12.

Craig Smith scored the overall win and 
took home the $1000 that was up for 
grabs at the King of the Desert off-road 
race near El Centro, California, on Feb- 
ruary 11. Smith diced with Paul Krause 
for most of the race until Krause 
dropped out with a twisted ankle. John 
Flores ended up second, while Dewey 
Belew and Bill McNeer finished third 
and fourth, respectively. Rounding out 
the top five was Jason Corfman, who 
won the 250cc class. 


Spanish Gas Gas exporter Andreu Cod- 
ina, winner of last year's El Trial de 
Espana, will again be on hand for this 
year's April 29 event at the McCain 
Valley Recreation Area near San Diego, 
California, but not as a competitor. 
Instead, Codina will bring 15-year-old 
Spanish trials sensation David Cobos 
along. Codina reports that he has been 
working with the youngster for the 
past three years, and he will make his 
World Championship Series debut this 
May after his 16th birthday. It will be 
interesting to see how America's best 
riders fare against the Spanish up-and- 
comer. 


Yamaha Motor Corporation, U.S.A., has 
announced its 1995 road racing contin- 
gency program which totals $1,380,500.

To quali- 
fy for the FZR600 series, riders must be 
at the novice level and not be ranked as 
an expert by any other organization; 
and all machines must conform to 
WERA "C" Superbike class rules. For

President Clinton's budget proposal, 
which was sent to Congress on February 
6, includes $30 million for the National 
Recreational Trails Trust Fund, which 
is designed to develop and maintain 
trails, including those used by motor- 
ized-recreation enthusiasts, according to 
the AMA. If that allocation is approved 
by Congress, it would mark the first 
time in the five-year history of the pro- 
gram that it would receive full funding 
from the federal government. So far, the 
fund has received $7.5 million over four 
years, only about six percent of the 
money anticipated when the trails pro- 
gram was established in late 1991. The 
president's overall budget plan is 
expected to face stiff opposition from 
the Republican-controlled Congress.

Top facilities set to 
rejoin AMA Series 


Ithough nothing has been signed, it now appears certain that the Mid-Ohio 

Sports Car Course, Brainerd International Raceway and Road America will again 

host rounds of the AMA Superbike National Championship in 1995, and will 
defect from the North American Super Bike (NASB) Series. 

"The rumors in the field are reality," AMA Pro Racing's president Tom Mueller said 
on Monday, February 13. "They've (Mid-Ohio, Brainerd and Road America) contacted 
Cary (Agajanian) and they Have asked to sanction with the AMA. The sanctions went 
out in the mail on Friday and we're looking to start healing some of these relationships. 
The goal right now is to see if the three sanctions come back." 

Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course vice president Michel Trueman Gajoch confirmed that 
she had indeed received the sanctioning package and that she would be returning 
them with the full intention of running an AMA Superbike National on June 2-4. 
"That's our intention right now," Trueman Gajoch said. "There are a few little hurdles, 
but we're on the right track." 

Mueller confirmed that the returning facilities would keep their existing dates, and 
that the AMA would no longer hold a race at Indianapolis Raceway Park on June 2-4 as 
well as most of the others on the schedule it released on February 1. As it stands now, 
the series would feature eight rounds: Daytona International Speedway (March 9-12); 
Pomona Fairplex (March 31-April 2); Laguna Seca Raceway (April 28-30); Mid-Ohio 
Sports Car Course (June 2-4); Road America (June 9-11); New Hampshire International 
Speedway (June 16-18); Brainerd International Raceway (July 14-16); and Sears Point 
Raceway (August 25-27). 

^We will move the new facilities out of our schedule," Mueller said. "Right now 
we're going to take a look at a new sheet of paper. We'll just see what the AMA has to 
do. We would like to have nine or 10 rounds and we're hoping that Buddy Jobe (the 
president of Phoenix International Raceway) may reconsider.” 

As for the North American Super Bike Series, Edmondson plans to continue his 
efforts to sanction a road race series in 1995. When contacted on Friday, February 10 
regarding the possibility of Mid-Ohio, Road America and Brainerd jumping to the 
AMA Series, Edmondson said: "NASB was not designed to be the premier road racing 
series in the U.S. It was originally a program to develop motorcycle road racing at a 
reasonable cost to promoters. Then the promoters sent the AMA home in disgrace from 
their promoters' meeting and they turned to me to provide an alternative to the AMA 
series. 1 was willing to offer half a million more in purses, but this was never meant to 
be an either/or situation. That's how others pronounced it. This is what I do. This is 
not a hobby for me. I’m 52 years old and this is what I do - and this is what I'm going 
to do." 

On Monday, Edmondson reiterated that he would continue: "This has been an inter- 
esting affair in my life. The first thing I'm going to do is grab a dictionary and see what 
certain words like integrity and honesty mean. I still don't know what the cards are, 
but I’ve got a race to run at Da in two weeks. I will only be dealing with people 
and things that are rock-solid. We have two events at Daytona and I believe there are 
lots of people who would love to have two Daytona events as a bookend to a series. I 
still have a vision and I'll go to work. I'm surprised at all of this, but I won't be sur- 
prised a second time." 








Australian Grand Prix, is slated to 
undergo a three-stage facelift which will 
see the circuit extended by 0.8-of-a-mile 
in order to bring the Sydney circuit up 
to Formula One car racing standards. 
The funding to do the work will come 
from U.S. and British-based Spice Rac- 
ing Cars Ltd, a leading race car develop- 
er with F-1 links. Spice has put together 
a number of financial partners in order 
to pay the majority of the $75 million 
bill. A research and development facili- 
ty, including a wind tunnel, will also be 
built in an effort to turn Eastern Creek 
into a high-tech motor хемче testing 
facility. 


Australian road racer Martin Craggill 
will make his 500cc Grand Prix debut in 
the Australian GP on March 24-26. 
Craggill will ride as a Wild Card entry 
and will be backed by Shell on a ROC 
Yamaha. Last year, Scott Doohan com- 
peted on the Shell team and finished 
12th in his Wild Card ride at Eastern 
Creek. 


Two Brittens will compete during 
AHRMA racing at Daytona Internation- 
al Speedway on March 6-7. One will.be 
ridden by New Zealander Andrew 
Stroud, with Nick Ienatsch riding the 
second V1000. 


According to AHRMA, entries for the 
March 6-7 Classic Days at Daytona were 
up to 728, beating the old record by 100 
entries. There are also over 200 entries 





for the warmup AHRMA National at 
Roebling Road in Georgia on March 3. 


German motorcycle racer Walter Zeller, 
67, died on February 4 of a heart attack. 
Zeller raced both on- and off-road, win- 

ing a gold medal in the 1951 Interna- 
tional Six Day Trial and three German 
road racing titles in the 1950s. He also 
finished second to John Surtees in the 
1956 World Championship. 


Zeller was scheduled to join AHRMA's 
collection of racing legends at Daytona 
International Speedway and he will be 
replaced by Walt Fulton. Fulton, 47, was 
a factory road racer from the mid-1960s 
to the early '70s for Suzuki, Harley- 
Davidson and Kawasaki. Fulton will be 
among the non-riding Legends Emeri- 
tus, although he may be pressed into 
racing service if needed to replace Don 
Vesco, who recently suffered an eye 
injury while spectating at a car race. 


There has been some confusion as to the 
site of the fourth round of the Daytona 
Flat Track Series which will be held on 
March 7. The race will take place at 
Thunder Valley Raceway, which is 
located 10 miles south of Palatka, Flori- 
da; Thunder Valley was formerly Put- 
nam County Raceway.

I'm sick and tired of hearing about the 
ongoing war between the AMA and 
NASB series.

contest. Everyone assumes that all of the 
privateers will just follow like sheep!

So, let's say the factory teams decide to 
go to Indy - and everyone else to NASB's 
Mid-Ohio event. Do you think the crowds 
will really enjoy seeing a grid of nine or 
10 "factory" bikes dueling it out?

For the fifth time in as many weeks, 
Team Honda/1-800-Collect rider Jere- 
my McGrath led the pack across the fin- 
ish line in a supercross main event. 
That's right, folks, one-third of the U.S. 
Supercro eries is already complete, 
at least on paper. In reality, you might 
say that the series is all but over. After 
all, McGrath is the only rider to have 
won a 250cc supercross main this year. 

But the two-time champ’s accom- 
plishments don’t stop there. The San 
Diego event also marked McGrath's 
sixth U.S. Supercross victory in a row, 
moving him into a tie with Bob Hannah 
and Rick Johnson for most consecutive 
wins. How can McGrath have six 
straight wins when there have only 
been five races? He also won the final 
round of the ‘94 season in Las Vegas, 
while Hannah and Johnson both 
reached the mark in a single season. But 
we wouldn't want to bet against him 
breaking the mark in Atlanta in two 
weeks. Heck, we wouldn't wager 
against him winning next week - and 
there isn't even a race! 

"I'm riding really strong and I feel 
good," said McGrath. “I take it race by 
race and the records come. Everyone 
was heckling me before, but I didn't 
worry about it. It does feel good 
though, and I don't see any reason why 
I can't win in Atlanta." 

McGrat rfect points total now 
matches his “91 racing number - 125. 
That makes for a plush 21-point lead 
over Team Noleen /Sizzler/ Yamaha 
rider Larry Ward - runner-up at San 
Diego. Ward continued his impressive 
late-career upsurge, riding confidently 
and intelligently yet again. Despite the 
"disadvantage" of riding for a shop 
team, Ward is the only rider other than 
McGrath to have made every podium 
thus far, and he has ali but one of the 
factory pilots scratching their collective 
heads. 

“We're definitely happy," said 
Ward. "We're working hard, and who 
knows? Maybe one of these days I'll 
beat that big, red Jeremy McGrath. 

The closest of the pretenders is Team 
Kawasaki's Mike LaRocco, who worked 
up from his usual poor gate to finish 
third. The frustrated 250cc National MX 
champ came to San Diego with an 
entirely revised bike setup, but not even 
that could overcome a bad start on a 
track that many described as overly 
technical. LaRocco sits another nine 
points behind Ward, with 95.

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"We went stiff, but the tracks have a 
lot of tight turns," said LaRocco. "Our 
practice track is a lot faster. I’m really 
happy with the bike now." 

Perhaps the biggest news of the night 
was the fact that someone put a legiti- 
mate pass on McGrath, and that some- 
one was hometown hero Michael Ray 
Craig, who also led much of last year's 
race. "Sting Ray" stung early on lap one, 
but soon surrendered to the champ and 
slipped to an eventual fourth - not bad 
for someone who cracked his shoulder 
blade just three weeks ago. 

Craig was followed by Honda/1- 
800-Collect cohorts Doug Henry and 
Steve Lamson, and Yamaha teamsters 
Jeff Emig and John Dowd. Kawasaki's 
Mike Kiedrowski and Honda of Troy's 
Brian Swink completed the top 10. 

McGrath isn't the only rider with a 
perfect points total thus far, as Team 
Suzuki's Damon Huffman won his 
fourth 125cc Western Regional SX fea- 
ture in as many tries. Huffman led from 
the get-go, though arch-rival Ryan 
Hughes also gated well. The 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki ace 
couldn't repeat his win of a year ago, 
however, and actually gave up second 
to Team Suzuki rider Craig Decker. 
Hughes was trailed by his teammate 
David Pingree in fourth, with Atomic

The first heat race offered what was 
perhaps. the best action of the evening, 
with Henry and Ward spending all 
eight laps squabbling over the lead. 
Ward finally used a block-pass to take 
the top spot for good on lap seven, and 
made his point by looking back at the 
Honda rider over a triple. LaRocco fin- 
ished a distant third, with Lamson and 
Kawasaki privateer Phil Lawrence fol- 
lowing. 

"I've been getting beat by a red bike 
in the mains, and I ain't going to get 
beat by a red bike no more!" boasted 
Ward. 

Heat two saw McGrath get by Dowd 
on lap three and pull away to an easy 
win. Dowd held third, with Craig, Emig 
and Kiedrowski completing the top 
five. “I think I've got a lot of guys psy- 
ched out, which is good for me," said 
McGrath. 

Swink survived a scary-looking heat- 
race crash with Greg Albertyn to win 
his semi, pulling a can-can to celebrate. 
Albertyn was next, and Honda of Troy 
teammates Mike Brown and Todd 
DeHoop were third and fourth, respec- 
tively. Rounding out the top five and 
transferring to the main was KTM's 
Tony Amaradio. 


Frenchman Frederic Bolley was the 
semi-two victor, with a struggling Mike 
Kiedrowski heading factory KTM rider 
Jeff Dement and Honda privateer Mike 
Chamberlain. Fifth went to Noleen/Siz- 
zler/ Yamaha's Larry Brooks. 

Brooks' teammate Kyle Lewis easily 
topped the Last Chance Qualifier, and 
Honda privateer Buddy Antunez held 
off Lawrence for the final transfer spot. 
Lawrence may not have qualified even 
had he made the pass, as he jumped a 
double under a yellow flag. 

Craig turned heads when he shot his 
Honda of Troy CR250 by the factory 
machine of initial leader McGrath on 
one of the first straights in the main. 
McGrath followed for a lap before 
block-passing the El Cajon resident in a 
tight turn. "I was kind of surprised to 
see him do that," said McGrath. "I fig- 
ured I'd better make my move quick 
and try to get away."

That he did, while behind Craig, a 
third-placed Lamson tried to hold off 
the advances of Ward. After several 
laps of steady pressure, the lanky 
Yamaha pilot finally pulled a pass 
through the whoops on lap seven. 

"That's the best I rode since I came 
back (from a chest injury),” said Lam- 
son, who eventually slipped to sixth. 
“The only problem is I'm still getting a 
little tired. l've been training, but it 
takes a while to catch up, I think." 

Once by, Ward rapidly eliminated 
Craig's advantage before using a block- 
pass at the midway point. From then 
on, Ward maintained McGrath's pace 
from about 11 seconds back, nabbing 
his second runner-up finish of the year 
and celebrating with a no-footer. 

"| wasn't expecting it to be that 
easy," said McGrath. "I rode a little 
tight in my heat, but I came back and 
talked to Gary (Semics, his trainer), and 
he got me to relax." 

LaRocco had gotten:a good jump out 
of the gate, but along with teammate 
Kiedrowski, got pushed wide in the first 
turn. He was mired midpack as a result, 
but moved up quickly until encounter- 
ing Honda teammates Lamson and 
Henry. ^Both of them were all over," 
said LaRocco. "The track was one-lined, 
but they were definitely using all of it." 

LaRocco finally took third five laps 
from the end, and that was the best he 
could do. 
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Craig held on to finish fourth, his 
best result in quite some time. “I got a 
little tired, plus it’s a head game,” said 
Craig. “I saw those guys and made a 
couple of mistakes.” 

Henry and Lamson followed, with 
Emig finishing an uneventful seventh. 
“I charged the whole time, (but) it’s just 
hard to pass,” said the former 125cc 
National MX Champion. “I had a hard 
time with old Junkyard (Dowd). You 
could pass, you just had to be super- 
aggressive.” 

Dowd was eighth after a late-race 
tussle with Kiedrowski. “He did a pass 
on me that was pretty scary,” said 
Dowd. “It wasn’t dirty, but it could 
have been ugly. He jumped off a bump 
inside a turn and landed right next to 
me. If my leg was sticking out or some- 
thing, he could have snapped it. It 
made me mad so I went inside of him 
over by the finish line. I don’t usually 
с} ride dirty, but it kind of irked me."

Hughes 
worked up to third from a horrendous 
start. Pingree became the first rider to 
beat Huffman this year in heat two, 
while the defending champ finished 
second after two beautiful, back-to-back 
passes on Shane Trittler and Scott 
Sheak. Back from an injury, Team Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki's Casey 
Johnson won the Last Chance Qualifier. 

After working through the pack last 
week at Seattle, Huffman decided to 
make things easier on himself this 
time around. The Tony Berlutti-tuned, 
number-one Suzuki headed the pack 
out of turn one, and - at least as far as 
the top position went - that was all she 
wrote. 

“One thing I wanted to work on this 
year was my starts," said Huffman. 
“Last year they weren't so good, but 
I'm psyched with my starts (this year)." 

Hughes started in second, but rather 
than pressuring Huffman, he actually 
had to worry about another Suzuki 
rider - Decker. Those worries proved 
well-founded when Decker zapped the 
Kawasaki rider through a set of whoops 
on lap two, and immediately opened a 
gap. "I tried to get away from him 
quick, so I wasn't really too surprised," 
said Decker when asked if he had 
expected more of a fight from Hughes. 

Decker set out after the leader and 
was equalling Huffman's lap times 
until about five laps from the end. At 
that point he decided not to risk crash- 
ing, and settled for second.

Will Ward win? 


ith the season now one-third 
W complete, many people are still 

shaking their heads in disbelief 
of Larry Ward’s impressive perfor- 
mance thus far. The Team Noleen/Siz- 
zler/ Yamaha rider has made every race 
podium this year, and he finished sec- 
ond again at San Diego. Why is Ward, 
who many assumed to be past his 
prime, suddenly beating most of the 
factory riders on a consistent basis? 

“Т expected him to be in the top five 
every race," said team manager Clark 
Jones. “In testing, his speed was up, his 
endurance was up and his confidence 
was up. І didn't really expect him to be 
in the top three every race, but he's rid- 
ing really good and we've got the bike 
working so that he's happy with it." 

With Ward having beaten Team 
Yamaha riders Jeff Emig and John Dowd at each of the first five rounds, one would 
naturally wonder if the factory squad has considered offering him any works parts. 
^We've always told Clark that if there's anything they think they need, just to ask," 
said Yamaha team manager Keith McCarty. This is a little bit different situation 
than last year (when Yamaha loaned privateer Dowd a factory bike after Michael 
Craig left the team). Besides, they seem to be doing fine with what they have, and 
sometimes it's not a good idea to mess with something that's working well. We 
knew Larry had potential and we're really happy to see him doing so well. Of 
course, we'd prefer to have one of the guys we sponsor specifically doing better, but 
it's better a Yamaha than a Kawasaki or Suzuki." 

Ward has turned several faster laps than Jeremy McGrath this season, and now 
that he has two second- and three third-place finishes, the inevitable question is 
being asked more and more: Can he put an end to the champ's incredible win 
streak? Ward seems to think so. "We've got a couple weeks off now,” he said after 
the main. “I'm going to work hard both weeks and come back and kick Jeremy's 
butt in Atlanta!” i 3

For 
the introduction of Jeremy McGrath, the 
champ was driven into the stadium on top of 
an armored personnel carrier. The only glitch 
occurred when the waist-mounted battery 
pack to McGrath's helmet mic fell off while he 
was doing a lap for the crowd: 


In an embarrassing display reminiscent of 
Jean-Michel Bayle's years in the U.S., the 
34,553-strong crowd booed loudly when 
Frenchman Frederic Bolley won the second 
250cc semi.

weekend, and the grader operator was 
busy until 2 a.m.

ride is a powerful motivator, and perhaps it's what pushed Ty Davis to his suc- 

cessful weekend at Adelanto. You see, Davis and Kawasaki Team Green off-road 

supervisor Jose Gonzalez had a wager, but it had nothing to do with money. It 
was about image, appearances and social stature.

PROJECT BIKE | Pro Circuit Suzuki RM125

hen the scores were tabulated at 
the conclusion of our 1995 125cc 
К MX Bike Shootout, the Suzuki 
RM125 held the dubious honor of finish- 
ing last amongst the four Japanese 
machines in the comparison. And we 
weren't surprised - throughout the test, 
each rider was well aware that the RM 
was their least favorite of the machines. 
Not that the RM is a bad machine, it just 
didn't do as much for us as the rest. 

In stock condition, we loved the RM's 
engine. Gone was the top-end motor of 
'94, and in its place was a revised power- 
plant that boasted a healthy dose of low- 
end and midrange power. The RM125 
was one of our favorites, as far as engines 
go. 
So, what did we dislike about the little 
yellow machine? Each and every tester 
disliked the bike's squatty rear end. 
Under acceleration, the back of the bike 
would compress, resulting in a chopper- 
like sensation. On fast, choppy straight- 
aways, the rear end would pack up and 
begin to swap, and the bike was less than 
predictable over square-edged jumps. 
And even though the Suzuki's geometry 
should allow it to carve a tight line with 
the best of them, the saggy rear end 
made it harder than normal to get the 
bike's front end to stick. 

What else? Well, because of the rear 
end's tendency to squat, we feel that the 
Twin Chamber Showa forks were never 
allowed to perform up to their potential. 
Testers felt that the forks did a good job 
of soaking up larger hits, but weren't as 
pleased with the initial parts of the sus- 
pension travel. Most riders' complaints 
centered around the fork's harsh feel 
over smaller, square-edged bumps. 


Hep is on the way 

Quick - what is Pro Circuit best 
known for? For most people, the name 
Pro Circuit brings to mind images of the 
Peak/ Pro Circuit/Honda and Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki 125cc Super- 
cross teams. Diehard moto fans may 
remember seeing a Pro Circuit pipe on 
multi-time Supercross and National MX 
Champion Rick Johnson's factory Honda, 
and a few may even remember when Pro 
Circuit produced the industry's best-sell- 
ing Husqvarna pipes. 

Okay, so the Pro Circuit name is most 
often associated with Hondas, 
Kawasakis, and at one time - Husqvar- 
nas. But what about Suzukis? 

“Everybody knows that we modify 
Hondas and Kawasakis,” said Mitch Pay- 
ton, owner and founder of Pro Circuit. 
“But most people don’t realize that we 
have some good mods for Suzukis and 
Yamahas also." 

Last year, the Anaheim, California, 
performance shop sponsored Suzuki 
„м rider David Pingree who, in finishing 

76. fifth overall, was the 125cc Western 

Regional Supercross Series’ top-perform- 
ing privateer. This year, Pingree has 
graduated to the SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ * 
Kawasaki team, but will no doubt 
remember the potent Pro Circuit RM125 
that helped him earn his '95 ride. 

“Okay Mitch," we said. "Build us a 
Pingree replica." 

It was only a matter of days before 
our once mild-mannered Suzuki RM125 
was transformed into a full-blown Pro 
Circuit racer, and we were quite pleased 
to find that the worked-over machine 
performed as well as it looked. 

Let's start with the engine. Under Pay- 
ton's watchful eye, Buddy Morgan took 
to our cylinder and head with his porting 
tool in search of more oomph in the mid- 
dle and top of the powerband. Pro Circuit 
feels that while the Suzuki has good low

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end, it could use more overrev. In order 
to make the most of the cylinder and 
head modifications, Pro Circuit split the 
RM's cases and matched all of its sur- 
faces. In addition, Pro circuit cut 15mm 
off the stock reeds in order to stiffen them 
up and improve throttle response. A 
super-trick carburetor vent kit was 
installed on the rejetted Keihin (172 main, 
52 pilot, 1469 needle at 2nd clip, air screw 
1 1/2 turns out), that includes T-fittings, 
hoses and a sano aluminum canister that 
prevents water from entering the carbure- 
tor during washings. A Pro Circuit Works 
Pipe and Factory Sound Silencer round 
out the engine package. 

Suspension mods were next on the 
agenda, and that's where Jim "Bones" 
Bacon stepped in. Bones simply nodded 
and smiled when we complained about 
the saggy-feeling rear end, then assured 
us that he could remedy the problem. 

The first thing Bones did was replace 
the wimpy stock 4.8 shock spring with a 
beefier 5.2 unit. Next, Bones dug into our 
stock valve stack and tightened up the 
“loose” initial settings. With the sag set at 
95mm, we found that the shock worked 
best with the compression set at 12, and 
the rebound set at eight. 

Up front, Bones felt that the stock .38 
springs were sufficient, and relied simply 
on a few minor valving changes. Oil 
height was set at 140mm, and after trying 
several different settings, we settled on 
compression at 10, and rebound at 14. 

With the two most important ingredi- 
ents - the motor and suspension - han- 
dled, Pro Circuit directed their attention 
to the rest of the machine. Ask yourself, 
what really sets a trick bike apart from the 
rest? Attention to detail. In addition to 
offering a wide selection of hop-up ser- 
vices, the Pro Circuit showroom also 
stocks a complete line of accessories. One 
stop is all any wannabe racer needs to 
make. 

The stock steel handlebars were 
pitched in favor of a pair of Renthals, as 
was the stock rear sprocket for a 51-tooth 
Renthal piece. Medium compound half- 
waffle Renthal grips were mounted on 
the bars. 

A pair of extra-wide Pro Circuit foot- 
pegs replaced the wimpy stockers, and a 
one-piece aluminum handlebar clamp 
replaced the two stock clamps. In addi- 
tion to providing greater strength and 
rigidity, the one-piece clamp keeps the 
bars from twisting in minor tip-overs. 

А Works Connection stadium skid 
plate and frame guards were bolted onto 
the chassis, and a Pro Circuit Ceet cover 
and graphics kit rounded out our replica 
racer. 


RIP AND TEAR 


Once we wiped the drool from our 
chins, we were anxious to take to the 
track aboard our "Pingree Replica." 
From the moment we first fired up the 
bike, it was crystal clear that this was not 
the same machine we had handed over 
to Payton a few days earlier. Even in the 
pits, throttle response was incredible - 
the bike revved quicker and much clean- 
er than it had in stock condition, and the 
bark emitted from the silencer sent chills 
up and down our spines. 

Though the name "Banshee" is 
already taken by Yamaha's performance 
ATV, such is the best way to describe 
how the Pro Circuit RM125 feels on the 
track. The bike is an absolute screamer. 
We were concerned that the nice burst of 
low-end power would have been lost, 
and were relieved to find it still intact. 
Hit the middle of the powerband, 
though, and things really start to change. 
The RM has an incredible midrange 
surge of power that pulls well into the 
upper limits of the rpm range. 








In the 125 class, the Honda CR125 
engine is the standard by which all oth- 
ers are judged. A stock CR? No compari- 
son. The PC RM is one of the hardest-hit- 
ting, yet easy-to-ride modified 125s that 
we've ever ridden. Unlike some hot-rod- 
ded tiddlers, the RM is easy to keep on 
the pipe, and doesn't require a pro rider 
in the cockpit. 

But don't even think about running 
pump gas in this baby. We made that 
mistake and promptly blew the bike to 
bits. Sorry, Mitch. Luckily, Payton was 
generous enough to rebuild our scooter, 
and we've been good boys ever since. 





Look at it this way - if you're willing to 
fork out several hundred dollars for 
high-performance engine mods, isn't it 
worth the three bucks a gallon to main- 
tain your bike's added muscle? 

Though it required a bit of experimen- 
tation, we were able to completely dial in 
the PC-modified suspension. Bones 
worked magic inside of the Showa shock, 
and the tendency to sag under accelera- 
tion was completely eliminated. Thanks 
to the addition of the stiffer spring and 
tighter valving, the shock is allowed to 
ride higher in its range of travel, and in 
turn provide a plusher ride over the 
small stuff. Hard landings pose no threat 
to the rider, as the stiffer settings gobble 
up even the largest of hits with the heavi- 
est of riders aboard. No, no one on our 
staff is a supercross racer, but the bike 
performed admirably at every "local" 
track that we visited. 

Thanks to the much-improved rear 
suspension action, more attention could 
be diverted to the performance of the 
front Showa forks. We never had any 
real complaints about the stock forks, but 
then again - we were never really able to 
see how they worked because of the hor- 
rid rear end. We are curious to see how 
the stockers would perform when mated 
with the PC-modified shock, but short of 
ordering up a new set of stockers or hav- 
ing Bones revalve our forks back to stock 
settings - it would be impossible to find 
out. But why worry? We found the

revised settings to be to our liking right 
from the start. We ended up stiffening up 
the compression one click to better match 
the stiff rear end, but all in all - the bike is 
very well-balanced. No, our RM hasn't 
been transformed into a yellow Yamaha 
YZ, but it is definitely as stable as an RM 
can get. 

As for the rest of the machine, what 
can we say? Anyone who takes a good 
look at the photos can see that the bike 
was almost too pretty to ride. But how do 
you test a skid plate? Purposely case it 
over a double? Thanks, but no thanks. As 
far as fit and quality of construction, it's 
hard to fault any of the products that Pro 
Circuit added to our machine. The wider 
footpegs are a godsend upon hard land- 
ings, and we're sure that the skid plate 
has spared us a trip or two over the bars. 
The Renthal handlebars delivered the 














expected smooth ride, and as always, we 
loved the half-waffle-style grips. 

Without a doubt, the Pro Circuit 
Suzuki RM125 is one of the most impres- 
sive 125cc project bikes we've ridden to 
date. In stock condition, the RM was the 
least favorite among the testing staff, but 
is now the most sought-after machine in 
the entire MX loan pool. To say that the 
stock RM has potential would be an 
understatement - all it needs is a little 
TLC.

here are no prizes for guess- 
ing what prompted Cagiva to 
release these first official pho- 
tos of their 750cc four-cylin- 
der superbike engine, on 
which the Italian factory's technical staff 
has been working wide-open, ever since 
they stopped development work back in 
July last year on the Italian company's 
bright-red 500cc V-four two-strokes. 
Their bitter rivals Aprilia scored a 
major publicity coup by actually dis- 
playing their prototype superbike 
motor, a Rotax-built V-twin, at the 
Bologna Show last December. Now, 
though Cagiva design chief Massimo 
Tamburini is still hard at work finaliz- 
ing the chassis design of the first Euro- 
pean 750cc four-cylinder motorcycle to 
be built since the MV Agusta glory days 
20 years ago, prior to its launch at the 
Milan Show in November, Cagiva has 
been spurred to show us the final pre- 
production version of an engine which 
has been under development since 1988. 
That was the year that Cagiva bosses 
Claudio and Gianfranco Castiglioni 
teamed up with their close friend Piero 
Ferrari - son of Ferrari owner Enzo - to 
develop a four-cylinder motorcycle 
engine incorporating some aspects of 
Formula One technology borrowed 
from the works Ferrari racing car 
engines. Cagiva's collaboration with 





Piero's Ferrari Engineering company 
has seen many concrete results since 
then, most notably the carbon-fiber 
chassis Ferrari designed for the 500cc 
Cagiva GP bike in 1990, or the carbon 
swingarms John Kocinski raced with in 
“93 and ‘94. But the four-cylinder four- 
stroke engine has seen many different 
versions built over the past six years, 
each incorporating radical design 
aspects which distinguished the concept 
from the universal Japanese motorcycle 
in-line-four design, but which have 
largely been discarded in the final ver- 
sion pictured here. 

These changes are reputed to have 
included a reversed cylinder head with 
forward-facing inlet and rear-facing 
exhausts (rejected because of the diffi- 
culty of installing an airbox, as well as 
optimum exhaust length); variable valve 
timing; five valves per cylinder; and, 
most remarkably, offset cylinder bores 
to reduce engine width as much as pos- 
sible, resulting in what was effectively a 
very narrow-angle (about 15 degrees) V- 
four. 

The final F4 (Ferrari four- 
cylinder/stroke) Cagiva superbike 
engine shown here embodies none of 
these radical - in two-wheeled terms - 
design features, but it does have specifi- 
cations differing in several key areas 
from the products of Japan, Inc. 

Unlike any of its current four-cylin- 
der rivals, the Cagiva F4 is dry-sumped,

indicating its racing heritage, uses 
Weber / Marelli electronic fuel injection, 
and has four radial valves per cylinder, 
with double overhead camshafts driven 
by a centrally located chain. Ferrari 
Engineering's contribution to the design 
is understood to relate mainly to the 
cylinder head, whose radial valve layout 
follows current Ferrari F-1 race engine 
practice. 

Interestingly, Ferrari is known to 


















have experimented with desmodromic 
valve gear on their F-1 engine two years 
ago, but it's not known if the F4 two- 
wheeled design ever shared this design 
feature with its Ducati cousins in the 
Cagiva group. And judging by the rela- 
tively shallow rocker boxes, it certainly 
doesn't have it now because there's no 
space for all the extra rockers needed. 
However, the forward tilt to the cam 
cover seems to indicate longer intake 


valves as a means of increasing the 
downdraft of the injector stacks: Com- 
pared to the CAD drawing on the CDU 
screen in one of the photos, the finished 
version has less downdraft but will be, 
easier to mount in the chassis with opti- 
mum airbox design. 

Cagiva has declined to give any 
details about the engine's specifications, 
but it is known that two versions of the 
compact, water-cooled, in-line-four- 
cylinder design exist at present, one 
measuring 748cc and the other 846cc, 
but destined in due course to be bored 
or stroked to a full 900cc (actually, most 
probably 920cc) to give Honda's CBR900 
a wake-up call. With racing success in 
the superbike class a main priority, 
development is currently concentrated 
on the 750cc version, which in street 
form - with air-cleaners but open 
exhausts - is understood to be delivering 
just over 130 bhp at 14,000 rpm. 

Cagiva Group technical director Ric- 
cardo Rosa - a former Ferrari engineer 
who ironically worked on the bike- 
engine project while he was still with 
the car company back in 1989 - says that 
in racing form he's hoping for 155 bhp 
at the rear wheel, still at 14,000 rpm, in 
order to be competitive. Given the fact 
that the engine is understood to have a 
large bore and very short stroke (such as 
74.4 x 43mm), it seems likely this may be 
а diplomatic smokescreen: In racing 
form, it's understood that Cagiva is 
looking at 15,000-plus-rpm engine 
speeds, and are aiming for the 160-bhp 
mark - though they haven't gotten there 
yet. 

Cagiva originally intended the F4 
engine to power a low-volume, expen- 
sive hypersports bike, aimed at giving 
the kind of prestige to the marque's 
street products that its GP racers had 
obtained on the track, as the only Euro- 
pean make to challenge the Japanese 
500cc teams. But the game plan has 
changed radically, and now it's intend- 
ed that the F4 concept should sire a fam- 
ily of engines of different capacities and 
performance, including an air/oil- 
cooled carbureted two-valve version to 
power a four-cylinder Zephyr-style 
retro-type Naked Bike. The water- 
cooled four-valve version will be used 
to build a range of Cagiva four-strokes, 
including a tourer, sports tourer and 
Bimota Mantra-style "fashion" bike, as 
well as the 750cc superbike and 900cc 
hyperbike. 

Meanwhile, the prototype which I 
was the first to photograph back in 1992 
when I surprised it on a test run on the 
Bologna autostrada, with its Deltabox- 
style chassis and Mito-esque styling, 
will bear little resemblance to the final 
version of the F4 Superbike when it's 
launched at Milan, since Tamburini is 
believed to have chosen to use a Ducati- 
type tubular-steel spaceframe, to retain 
the "family" style and differentiate the 
bike from its Japanese competitors. 

Come the opening of the Milan Show 
in November, we shall see - though in 
the meantime, the rumors that Cagiva 
plans to debut the bike in the prototype 
class of the Bol d'Or 24 Hours in Sep- 
tember grow stronger. With success in 
the World Endurance Championship 
Cagiva's top priority for the new bike - 
as well as victory in the Suzuka 8-Hour 
on Honda's home turf, which they feel 
their Ducati 916 World Superbike 
Champion would be unlikely to achieve 
- that scenario seems quite probable. 

But will it have Il, Cavallino - the leg- 
endary Ferrari prancing horse emblem - 
on the fuel tank next to the Cagiva 
name, to match the Castiglioni family's 
elephant emblem on the crankcases? 
Place your bets... єх

Round 3: Barona Oaks Raceway

RAMONA, CA, FEB. 5 

lying around the track like 
it was 10 years ago, former 
125cc National MX Cham- 
pion Ron “The Dogger” 
Lechien rode to victory in 
the 250cc and 25+ Pro 
classes during round three of CMC’s 
Velvetouch Golden State Nationals. 
Lechien fought a mean battle in both 
classes with world GP contender Bader 
Manneh. 

With series points battles becoming 
more and more intense, recers traveled 
south to one of California’s oldest rac- 
ing facilities, Barona Oaks Raceway. 

Travis Preston nailed the start of the 
first 250cc moto, but Lechien was right 
there to quickly snatch away the lead. 
Preston was left to battle with Manneh 
and Spud Walters. Walters put the 
pressure on Manneh early and took 
over the third spot during the opening 
lap. Walters looked as if he was on the 
move, but he was never a threat for the 
lead. 


As the laps continued, Manneh 
found a second wind and started to 
make his move, first picking off Wal- 
ters and then going after Preston. Pre- 
ston was no match for Manneh, who 
slingshotted by to pressure the leader. 
With only a few laps remaining, Man- 
neh was all over Lechien, dogging his 
every move. 

"| just rode my own race and waited 
for a place to make the pass," said 
Manneh. With two laps remaining, 
Manneh found the hole he was waiting 
for and moved into the lead. He took 
the win over Lechien and Walters. 

In moto two it was Manneh with the 
holeshot, while Lechien quickly dis- 
placed Tony Suiek for second. Lechien 
looked as if he had his work cut out 
until Manneh caught a rut and 
crashed. Manneh quickly recovered, 
but Lechien was already counting his 
cash. 

"I'm leaving for Europe tomorrow, 
and the last thing my sponsors wanted 
was for me to get hurt," said Manneh. 
“Luckily my crash was minor and I 
didn't get hurt." 


Ron "The Dogger" Lechien gave a good 
account of himself at Barona Oaks 
Raceway, bagging overall wins in the 
250cc and Vet Pro classes with 2-1 moto 
Scores in each. 


After a sixth-place, first-moto finish, 
Anthony Pocorobba was on the gas 
and took the second spot following 
Manneh's misfortune. 

In the 25+ Pro division, Lechien and 
Manneh went at it a second time. Man- 
neh trailed Lechien during the entire 
first moto until he made a last- 
lap/last-turn pass to take the lead. In 
the second moto Manneh led early on, 
but Lechien roosted his way past to 
take the lead and never looked back. 
Manneh tried to repeat his pass 
attempts of the first moto, but Lechien 
rode a strong race to hold on. 

The 125cc Pro action saw Walters 
ride two impressive motos to-capture 
the overall. Chris Wheeler led the 
entire first moto, with Walters trailing 
in second. In the second outing it was 
all Walters, who pulled the holeshot 
and rode his own race. 


“Once I was out front I just rode my 
own race and never looked back," said 
Walters. 

In the screaming mini ranks, Bryan 
Jaramillo finally put two good motos 
together to grab the win in the 80cc (7- 
11) class. Jaramillo finished the first 
race in the runner-up spot behind 
Emitt Kling, who led the first moto 
from the start. When the gate dropped 
for the second moto, Jaramillo came 
out swinging, quickly putting a gap on 
Kling. Kling tried to close the gap, but 
a determined Jaramillo scored the 
long-awaited overall. 

In other race action, Ryan Pursley 
had a knock-down-drag-out brawl 
with Jon Levey to win the 250cc Junior 
class. Levey and Pursley swapped 
positions back and forth during the 
first moto until the pace got to Levey. 
During the last laps, Levey slowed 
slightly but was able to hold off the 
charge of Craig Monty. In the second 
moto, Pursley and Levey were at it 
again until the two riders touched in 
the air and Levey went down hard. 
With Levey out, Monty took over the 
second spot. At the finish it was Purs- 
ley, Monty and Mark Workentine. «х

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1995 BMW R1100R

ither you like it, or you 
hate it. This seems to be 
the immediate reaction of 
those who first look at the 
unique - bordering on 
bizarre - styling of the all- 
new BMW R1100R Road- 
ster, which is now the third BMW 
motorcycle powered by the new-genera- 
tion, eight-valve, horizontally opposed, 
two-cylinder Boxer R259 motor that was 
first introduced in the R1100RS model 
two years ago. But whether you like the 
way it looks or not, you'll probably 
agree that it certainly looks - weird. 

The new Roadster, which replaces 
the previous R100R BMW that also 
made its debut in '92, features a lot 
more than new looks. It now takes on 
much of the modern technology that 
has been available on the previous 
sport R1100RS and adventure-touring 
R1100GS models, such as electronic 
fuel injection, Telelever front suspen- 
sion, optional anti-lock brakes and, of 
course, the R259 motor, which is tuned 
differently than the RS and GS's Boxer 
motors. Unlike the 90-horsepower 
R1100RS, which is tuned for high-rpm 
power, the Roadster's 80-horsepower 
(20 more than the R100R) powerplant is 
adjusted more toward midrange 
torque, much like that of the GS model. 
Revised cam timing and intake tuning, 
together with a slightly lower compres- 
sion ratio and a reprogrammed 
Motronic engine-management system, 
are designed to provide even more 
midrange grunt in the Roadster than 
the GS on/off-road Beemer. BMW 





claims that the peak horsepower of the 
R1100R is attained at 6750 rpm and that 
it produces maximum torque of 71 ft.- 
Ib. at 5250 rpm. 

Again, like the RS and GS models, 
the R1100R uses BMW's eccentric 
Telelever front suspension system, 
which is designed to be more rigid and 
stronger than traditional telescopic front 
suspension systems. Also, for all intents 
and purposes, the design eliminates 
front-end dive under heavy braking. 
BMW claims, however, that more 
important than thwarting brake dive, 
the Telelever design enables engineers 
to select spring rates more suited to the 
ride quality of the Roadster. Why? 
Because the system doesn't have to com- 
pensate for suspension squat, which 
would normally require a stiffer spring. 
The single, spring/oil-damped shock 
which is used up front is made by 
Showa, and features no external adjust 
ments. 

However, the Roadster's Telelever 
system features some differences as 
compared to the GS and RS Beemers. 
Unlike both those models, the Roadster 
is fitted with a bolt-on steering damper 
to foil kickback over rough surfaces, 
which BMW claims arises on the R1100R 
due to its lighter unfaired front end. 
Plus, unlike on the RS where the handle- 
bars mount directly to the top Telelever 
pivot, the Roadster uses a separate, 
solid-mounted handlebar bracket simi- 
lar to the GS. 

Handling the suspension duties out 
back is, of course, BMW's single-shock, 
Paralever (shaft-driven) system and a 
centrally located "BMW by Showa" 
shock, that offers rebound-damping 
adjustments, and a spring-preload

adjuster via a frame-mounted hand- 
wheel. 

The three-spoke wheels and radial 
tires are borrowed from the R1100RS. 
Braking power is supplied by two, 12.0- 
inch front discs that use dual two-piston 
Brembo calipers, and a single 10.9-inch 
rear disc that uses a two-piston caliper. 
BMW's ABS II is available as an option 
for an extra $1500. 

Like the R1100RS and R1100GS mod- 
els, the R1100R has no real frame to 
speak of, as the motor and transmission 
act as a stressed member. A framework 
of tubular rear supports provides the 
upper shock bracket and mounts for the 
seat, bodywork, rear fender and option- 


al luggage. 


The odd-shaped steel fuel tank holds 
a generous 5.5 gallons of gas, including 
one gallon of reserve. There is no fuel 
petcock, only a low-on-fuel light to 
warn the rider. The Roadster, like the RS 
and CS, offers a three-position adjust- 
ment for the seat height, the lowest 
being 29.9 inches. 

As far as instrumentation, the 
R1100R uses a large, centrally located 
circular speedometer, while a separate 
and significantly smaller tachometer is 
rubber-mounted to the right of the 
speedo. On the opposite side is an ana- 
log clock. Positioned just below the 
speedometer are all the usual informa- 
tion lights. 


HITTIN' THE ROAD-STER 

There's no mistaking that you're rid- 
ing a Beemer when you run through the 
R1100R's five-speed transmission for the 
first time, primarily because of its 
smooth, linear powerband and distinc- 
tive pull as you roll on the throttle - a 
pull that is very similar to that of the 
R1100GS. Torque is the Roadster's forte. 
It loves to be short-shifted and responds 
with a healthy surge of power. There's 





no hard hit or abrupt power changes 
throughout the powerband, just a 
smooth, controllable pull. We wouldn't 
call the Roadster extraordinarily fast, 
yet, on the other hand, we certainly 
wouldn't call it slow, either. It just gets 
the job.done without intimidation. An 
added bonus is that vibration isn’t a fac- 
tor as you open ‘er up and power 
through the gears. Most of the buzzing 
that is felt radiates through the seat and 
footpegs. Very little vibration makes its 
way to the rider’s arms. 

The Roadster cruises down the high- 
way nicely and effortlessly. The Boxer 
motor hardly strains at all at 65 mph as 
the tach needle hovers just above 3500 
rpm. Roll on the throttle and the Beemer 











surges forward without hesitation and 
with plenty of authority. 

The rich, smooth power of the Boxer 
motor, combined with the Roadster's 
low seat height and neutral riding posi- 
tion, gives the rider a feeling of confi- 
dence while cruising down the road on 
the R1100R. The Beemer was one of six 
bikes that we enlisted on a staff street 
bike ride recently (see issue #4, Febru- 
ary 1) and some of our less experienced 
street riders felt quite at home and 
secure on the Roadster, as did our veter- 
an riders. It was definitely the bike of 
choice toward the end of the long day's 
ride, much thanks to its tame motor and 
fairly comfortable seat and ergonomics. 
But all was not peaches and cream for 
our street newcomers, as they adamant- 





ly complained about the 
Beemer's torque effect that tips 
the bike over to the right when 
the throttle is blipped at slow 
speeds. Even the street regu- 
lars half-heartedly agreed but 
followed up by saying, "It's a 
Beemer, you'll get used to it." 

As mentioned, the R1100R 
is extremely comfortable, even 
for one of the more "vertically 
challenged" members of our 
staff. He much appreciated the 
very low 29-inch seat height, 
and so did our taller staff members, for 
that matter. Unfortunately, we all essen- 
tially agreed that the seat pretty much 
locks the rider into one position, making 
repositioning a little difficult when you 
want to relieve aching body parts. Slid- 
ing back on the seat to stretch your legs 
doesn't help any because you just drop 
right back down to where you were. 
There is also very little traction from the 
seat's cover - it's downright slippery. 
Raising the seat to its highest adjust- 
ment helps if you have long legs. 

The Roadster's suspension leaves a 
lot to be desired, at least in the back. It's 
a real kick in the butt - literally. Decent- 
size bumps will blow the rider out of the 
seat, and the overall ride is just plain 
harsh. What else is new from BMW? The 
front suspension, however, far outshines 
the rear. The ride is super smooth and 
stable, and the lack of front-end dive 
under hard braking is another added 
bonus. You can get the front end to sag 
slightly by chopping the throttle quickly, 
but not from grabbing a handful of front 
brake and stepping on the rear pedal. 
Now, if BMW can make the rear suspen- 
sion as good (or half as good), then 
they'll really have something. 

Slowing the Roadster down is as sim- 


ple as closing the throttle. Serious 
engine braking, combined with strong 
and progressive front and rear binders, 
really stops the R1100R in a hurry, and 
the ABS II will keep you upright if you 
grab too much. No problems here. 

The Beemer corners quite well. It 
takes little exertion to initiate the turns 
and once leaned over it also requires lit- 
tle effort to make small corrections, 
such as tightening or loosening your 
line. One tester said that he felt the bike 
handled "light" and was easy to 
maneuver. This feeling was most likely 
enhanced by the overall small feel and 
low seat height. 

No one had much good to say about 
the Beemer's transmission. Most of our 
testers mentioned that they felt that 





shifting was notchy, and that it was a lit- 
tle difficult dropping the tranny into 
gear from neutral at a standstill. The 
clutch didn't bring about any praise 
either, mainly because it has a very 
springy feel. In other words, when the 
lever is pulled all the way in against the 
handlebar, it wants to spring outward 
quickly, making it a little difficult to get 
smooth clutch action. The clutch also 
has an on/off feel, and the pull is a little 
on the heavy side. Excessive clutch 
work will make your left forearm ache 
after a while. 

The Roadster can go a fair distance 
on a tank of gas, nearly 200 miles, which 
is pretty good for a "standard" bike. The 
reserve light usually goes on around the 
170-mile mark at which point you still 
have а full gallon left. 

Overall, the Roadster reminded us a 
lot of the R1100GS, much of which had 
to do with the bike's torquey motor and 
Telelever front suspension. One tester 
said that there were times he, in fact, 
thought he was riding the GS and was 
about to turn off on the dirt roads before 
remembering he was on the Roadster. 

As à whole, we enjoyed the R1100R 
very much, mostly because of its docile 
character. “User-friendly” best describes 

















the Roadster. Much of this has to do 
with the bike's low seat height, neutral 
riding position, gentle-yet-lively motor 
and decent suspension. The Beemer is 
just plain easy to ride and not intimidat- 
ing in the least, which makes it an ideal 
mount for the long hauls, as well as the 
everyday commute. 

Everyone on our staff certainly 
enjoyed riding the Roadster, and even 
looking at it. Well, most of us. сх

creeks, whoop sections and one huge 
mudhole. 

Kevin Brandon had the holeshot and 
continued to lead until about the two- 
mile mark, when four-time National 
Enduro Champion Terry Cunningham 
shot past. Mike Sampson was right on 
Cunningham and got by as well. Reign- 
ing champion Robert Patterson moved 
into third, while AA rookie Darryl Con- 


ner (Duane's younger brother) 
advanced to fourth. Patterson moved 
past Sampson to challenge Cunning- 
ham, and they swapped the lead several 
times toward the end of the first lap. As 
the riders funnelled into the scoring bar- 
rels, Cunningham held a slim lead over 
Patterson, Sampson, Darryl Conner and 
Gene O'Nail. 

Cunningham continued to lead 
throughout the second lap, but Patter- 
son had problems and dropped off the 
pace. Darryl moved up to second with 
brother Duane making his presence 
known after a near-last-place start. Traf- 
fic held him in third place at lap's end. 
O'Nail moved into fourth as a recovered 
Patterson worked his way into fifth. 

Heading out on the third lap, Cun- 
ningham enjoyed a slim lead over 
Duane, as Darryl was cleaned off his bike 
and taken out of contention by a low- 
hanging limb. Cunningham continued to 
lead until getting tangled in a wire fence 
while negotiating a pass on a lapped 
rider, when Conner and a hard-charging 
O'Nail both shot past. Patterson was also 
back on the gas as he moved back into 
third, and Sampson continued to keep 
pace despite a rear flat. In fifth, Cunning- 
ham's problems compounded when he 
too inherited a rear flat. 

Going out for the fourth of five laps, 
Conner held about a 10-second lead 
over O'Nail, who quickly closed the 
gap. The two swapped the lead several 
times, but toward the end, Conner 
pulled out about a 15-second cushion on 
O'Nail. Patterson was holding his own 
about ten clicks back. Sampson and 
Cunningham continued in fourth and 
fifth, respectively. 

On the fifth and final lap, Conner 
continued his pace out front and built 
about a one-minute cushion over 
O'Nail, who in turn pulled 30 seconds 
on Patterson. Determined to stay in the 
thick of things, Sampson rode with his 
flat tire all the way to the finish for a 
respectable fourth overall, and Cunning- 
ham did the same for fifth. 

After two consecutive runner-up fin- 
ishes, this marked the first overall victo- 
ry of the series for the Sport Cycles Rac- 
ing-backed Conner. “I just stayed 
focused and kept it twisted back and 
enjoyed the course,” he said. 

Conner also approved, saying, “The 
event and the track conditions were 
excellent.” 

Points leader and former National 
Hare Scrambles Champion Tony Hen- 
don looked to be on his way to yet 
another Vet A class win until getting off 
big-time on lap three and breaking his 
arm. Sport Cycles boss Tim Shepherd 
took over the lead and the win, though 
he had to make an unscheduled pit stop 
to adjust his sagging handlebars. Series 
regular Barry Brazier took a respectable 
second. 

Wade Perry was on a mission of 
sorts, as he overcame a badly bruised 
and stitched-up foot to win the Open A 
class. The injury had occurred two 
weeks earlier when his shift lever punc- 
tured his boot. Harvey Whitaker fin- 
ished second after experiencing mechan- 
ical problems throughout the course of 
the race. eN

immy Gaddis continued his winning 
J streak in the MSR/ Answer-spon- 

sored AMA National Arenacross 
Series, taking wins both nights in the 
125 and 250cc main events as well as 
both “Dash for Cash” events at the Nia- 
gara Falls Convention Center. 

Gaddis’ four wins upped his points 
advantage over Chad Pederson, who 
had traveled to Minnesota for the Min- 
neapolis Supercross. i 

“These four wins really helped me in 
the points for the series,” Gaddis said. “I 
just hope and pray I keep up this streak 
all the way through Denver.” 

Friday’s 125cc main event action 
started with Billy Whitley taking the 
holeshot in front of Gaddis, Morgan and 
Buehl, but Buehl had the whoop section 
dialed and blasted into the lead. Gaddis 
got by Whitley with an inside pass in the 
next left-hand turn to take over second. 
Gaddis caught up to Buehl's rear fender 
by the end of the second lap and dogged 
Buehl turn after turn. One slight bobble 
through the whoop section and Gaddis 
skimmed by for the lead. Buehl stayed 
close but was never able to make a pass. 
Lapped riders became a factor before the 
halfway flags came out in the 14-lap 
main event, but Gaddis picked his way 
through carefully. Goodman had been 
tailing Whitley for several laps and 
made a pass in the turn following the big 
infield double jump to take third. 

Rand began making a move on Whit- 
ley and went by him in the whoops. By 
the ninth lap, all but the top six riders 
were lapped. Gaddis motored around 
for the win. Buehl followed in second. 
Goodman, Rand and Morgan finished 
third through fifth, respectively. 

Gaddis couldn't buy a holeshot in 
Saturday's 125cc main but lost no time in 
getting around Morgan in the whoops. 
Rand, Buehl, Whitley and Goodman 
were so close they appeared as a blur of 
yellow, green and red for several laps. 
Buehl finally charged ahead of Rand by 
holding the gas on a little longer on the 
straightaway, and then set his sights on 
Morgan's second-place spot. Buehl 
pulled up beside Morgan over the big 
infield double, but Morgan's inside line 
in the next turn gave him a little more 
momentum over the triple. é 


Gaddis cruised around out front, 
putting as much as 10 seconds between 
himself and Morgan. When Gaddis took 
the checkered flag for the win, he had 
lapped over half the field. Morgan held 
second while Rand slipped past Buehl 
on the white-flag lap to capture third. 
Goodman crossed the finish line in fifth. 

Gaddis proved to be unstoppable in 
the 250cc Pro class as well, leading

Consistency paid off for Honda pilot Travis

First-moto action began with Turner launch- 
ing into the lead with a picture-perfect holeshot.

On lap three, Phillips regrouped and passed 
both Bradshaw and Southwick for fifth place 
over a tricky double exiting the whoop section. 
Southwick then fell out of contention after going 
down off a camelback jump. Last-lap excitement 
saw Bradshaw crashing off the newly built-up 
triple while challenging Phillips for fifth place. 
Taking the checkers was Leavitt followed by 
Turner, Deschamps, Welch and Phillips round- 
ing out the top five. 

In the second moto, Phillips grabbed the 
holeshot and never looked back. However, 
Phillips was challenged by the hard-charging 
Leavitt, who had worked his way up from a 
fourth-place start. Leavitt's march to catch 
Phillips was highlighted by a banzai, use-all-of- 
the-track, outside move on the long, right-hand 
sweeper, passing Deschamps for third place. On 
the white-flag lap, Leavitt managed to catch 
Phillips but bobbled in the whoops to give 
Phillips the advantage at the checkers. Leavitt, 
Turner, Welch and Deschamps finished out the 
top five.

PRODUCT EVALUATION 





Gerbing’s heated riding suit — 


Year-round summer 


very now and then we come across 
E: product that, after using it, 

makes us wonder just how in the 
heck we managed without it. One such 
product is the fully heated riding suit 
from Gerbing's Heated Clothing, Inc. 
Gerbing's is located in Union (near Seat- 
tle), Washington, so Gordon Gerbing, 
the company's founder, is certainly no 
stranger to cold and wet weather. 

Gerbing sent a bright-red, one-piece, 
electric riding suit, including optional 
electric leather gloves and socks for us 
to evaluate over the winter months. 
Gerbing's also offers a wide variety of 
riding gear combinations, such as two- 
piece suits, separate jackets, pants, jacket 
liners, vests, gloves and socks - all of 
which are heated. Gerbing custom fits 
every suit and jacket after the buyer fills 
out an information sheet with his/her 
respective sizes, and Gerbing says he'll 
work with you until you are completely 
satisfied with the fit. 

АП of the Gerbing's suits are con- 
structed of 100-percent urethane-coated 
nylon with polyester fiberfill insulation 
and nylon interlining. The sleeve cuffs 
are made of soft elastic knit, and there's 
an adjustable nylon belt with a quick- 
release buckle around the waist that 
allows for a snug fit. Each leg has two 
full-length zippers with Velcro-fastened 
storm flaps. At the bottom of each leg, 
there are Velcro-fastened, fold-over 
straps that cinch the leg-ends around 
the rider's boots or ankles. The suit also 
has a wide, adjustable Velcro neck flap. 
Three large pockets - two front leg pock- 
ets and one left breast pocket - provide 
plenty of storage space for wallets, keys, 
etc. And, for added safety, Scotchlite 
reflective stripes are sewn in across the 
shoulders and down the sides of the 
arms. 

The electric socks and leather gloves 
that Gerbing's sent along simply plug 
into the main suit. No special wiring 
harnesses are necessary.

the end plug hang out the side of the 
bike. When you mount the motorcycle, 
you just plug that wire into another wire 
that comes out of the suit's left leg pock- 
et. The electricity is turned on and off 
via a switch that is connected to the wire 
coming out of the suit. The switch is 
quite large so as to make it easy to locate 
- by feel - through bulky winter gloves. 
For an additional $59.95 Gerbing's offers 
permanent or portable thermostats 
which eliminate the need for the on/off 
Switch. 

Within 15 seconds of turning on the 
Switch, you can feel the heat beginning 
to circulate through the suit. In about 
two minutes, you're downright warm, 
even in 40-degree temperatures. The 
feeling is truly amazing. It's like wear- 
ing an electric blanket. 

, The coldest temperatures that I rode 
in while wearing the suit hovered in the 
low 30s, and the suit simply worked 
awesome. I was very comfortable 
although a couple of my fingertips got a 
little cold because the heat seemed to 
have a hard time reaching the finger 
ends of the gloves. 

I eventually discovered that the suit 
works best when wearing a thin layer of 
clothing underneath it rather than bulk- 
ing up with sweatshirts or jackets. 
Lighter clothing allows the heating pads 
to work closer to your body, so it is 
important that the suit fits fairly snugly. 

The socks do a wonderful job of 
keeping your feet warm, though you 
can certainly feel the wires between 
your feet and the ground when walking. 
This can be a little uncomfortable after a 
while. 

Perhaps the most asked question we 
heard was, "What happens when it 
rains? Do you get electrocuted?" Gerb- 
ing says, "No." But as an added safety 
measure, a 20-amp fuse is built into the 
wiring system should anything go 
wrong. 3 

Even with the electrics turned off, the 
suit will still keep you well protected 
from cold air. On many occasions, we 
wore the suit and never turned it on. 
Gerbing also says that his riding gear is 
water resistant, and we can vouch for 
that. We rode through light rain a few 
while times while wearing the suit and 
remained dry. As far as serious rain, we 
can only assume that eventually you'll 
geta little wet. 

I only had a few complaints with the 
suit. First, the zippers would constantly 
get stuck in the thin storm flaps while 
climbing in and out of the suit, and the 
fuse blew twice - both times in dry 
weather. 

Personally, I must admit that I'm a 
wimp when it comes to cold-weather 
street bike riding, but not anymore. It's 
been well over three months since I've 
been forced to drive my car to work and 
sit in traffic because of the cold, and 
much of this has to do with the Gerb- 
ing's heated suit. I now no longer care 
when I walk out in the morning and see 
my breath or frost on my bike's seat. In 
my opinion, the riding suit we tested is 
easily worth its $324.50 asking price 
(add $99.50 for the gloves and $59.50 for 
the socks). With the Gerbing's suit you 
can pretty much ride year-round - in 
comfort. 

The Gerbing's heated suits and jack- 
ets come in a variety of colors and with 
a 30-day unconditional guarantee, and a 
lifetime warranty on the electrics. Sizes 
run from XXS to XXL, all at the same 
price-

be seen at many supercross and national 
events throughout the year with cam- 
corder in hand. But Bailey doesn't just 
film the race - he usually films only cer- 
tain parts of a rider's body as he races 
by. Why? Because the Professor has a 
way of noticing and analyzing things 
that móst people would not. Filming a 
rider's feet as he blasts through a whoop 
section may help Bailey analyze where 
the fastest racers stand on their pegs, 
and zoorning in on a rider's upper body 
may reveal the best body positioning for 
railing through a rutted corner. Simply 
put, Bailey is a master of.figuring out 
what does, and doesn't work. 

In his latest video creation, 
“Holeshots: Getting Out First," Bailey 
dissects the fast-starting techniques of 
many of today's top professionals 
through close observation of each rider's 
starting technique. 

How many times have you actually 
practiced starts? I for one, must admit 
that the only time I used to practice 
starts were on race day. According to 
Professor Bailey, though, a start is actu- 
ally 70% of the race on a normal race 
day, and up to 90% in muddy or dusty 
conditions. "It's the only place where 
you can pass all of your competitors on 
a single straightaway," he explains. 

It makes sense, doesn't it? 

In the video, Bailey offers several tips 
that can make a world of difference. 
Among the subjects covered are proper 
gear selection, which fingers to use on 
the clutch lever, proper body position- 
ing, and throttle control/clutch modula- 
tion. But blasting out of the gate is sti 
only part of a good start - Bailey also 
explains how to pick a good starting 
gate, and how to successfully maintain 
your good jump through the all-impor- 
tant first turn. Attitude? Of course, the 
right attitude can make a tremendous 
difference, and Bailey covers mental 
preparation as well. 

Making all of this information easier 
to understand are Bailey's video clips. As 
he explains each technique, many famil- 
iar pro riders are shown doing exactly 
what he dictates. Just as entertaining are 
the clips of several "non-star" riders 
doing exactly what he says not to. When 
you keep your eyes alert, it is easy to see 
the difference between the right and 
wrong techniques. Okay, so all of the 
basics that I've mentioned so far are com- 
mon knowledge, right? Well, there's one 
more little secret that the Professor offers 
that makes all the difference in the world. 

Want to know what that little secret 
is? "Holeshots: Getting Out First," costs 
$16.95, and is available from Gary Bailey 
Videos and MX School, Dept. CN, P.O. 
Box 130, Axton, VA 24054, 703/650- 
1759, FAX 703/650-2120. 

And trust me, though I learned Bai- 
ley's "secret" while attending one of his 
MX schools, the video does just as good 
a job of teaching the proper starting 
technique. Since attending Bailey's 
school, the proper technique that I 
learned has consistently propelled me to 
the front of the pack - through the first 
turn, at least.

M few weeks ago I was going through 
LÀ the drudgery of putting the Christ- 
mas decorations back into the attic, 
hen I came across the box of holiday 
ards that my wife insists on saving each 
and every year. All the while cursing 
der my breath, I started sifting through 
e cards, when I came across one from 
John and Toti. 
It was a nice card with a handwritten 
salutation, wishing me and my family the 
for the Christmas season and for the 
oming year. Reading the card made me 
onder... What exactly was John Kocinski 
planning to do in 1995? 
Apparently, not a lot. And he's not an 
еазу man to get ahold of when things 
laren't going well. 
There were rumors earlier in the off- 
season about Kocinski joining up with 
Sito Pons' Honda team, racing NSR500s as 
a teammate to Alberto Puig. I didn't buy 
into that one for a minute. The main rea- 
son Pons gets money from. Spanish com- 
[panies such as Repsol (petroleum), Fortu- 
na (cigarettes) and Fanta (soft drinks) is 
because he’s a former World Champion 
from Spain; the second reason he gets 
sponsorship is because Puig also carries a 
lot of weight with those very same Span- 
ish companies and with those who ulti- 
mately pay the bills - Spanish consumers. 
For Kocinski to join Puig's team, it would 
more than likely be with the approval of 
Puig. This is unlikely. Who in their right 
mind wants a teammate they know can 
beat them? 
And there was the usual talk of John 
riding a Honda for Erv Kanemoto. This 
would make sense, except for one thing - 
money. One of the sadder sides of Grand 
Prix racing these days is that it seems you 
have to be European, Japanese or South 
American to attract sponsorship dollars. 
John is an American with a bad reputa- 
tion. Those two things don't bode well for 
anyone trying to wrestle dollars from the 
hands of sponsors who are interested 
mainly in markets in Europe, Asia and 
South America. Thus, Kanemoto has 
joined forces with Brazilian Alex Barros 
for the coming season. 

Then there's the story that John was to 
be reunited with the Castiglioni brothers 
as a member of their Ducati World Super- 
bike team. This one made a little more 
sense, but again, I can imagine the ranting 
and raving that must have come from Carl 
Fogarty when they passed that one by 
him. No one wants a teammate they know 
will beat them. I have little doubt that 
John Kocinski could beat Carl Fogarty. 

There was also speculation that while 
one of the Castiglioni brothers favored 
having Kocinski around, the other balked 
- perhaps remembering Kocinski's parting 
shot immediately following what would 
be Cagiva's final 500cc Grand Prix: "I'm 
just real disappointed. I hate losing bat- 
tles. Cagiva just didn't come up with a 
bike that was fast enough." 

It was just another in a long line of

John Kocinski's own worst enemy. The 
match with Cagiva was one made in heav- 
Enea eei So just when the team 

progress, John continues to 
say bad things. Cagiva is gone, and for 
now so is John. 

Is there anything left for Kocinski? The 
latest word is that he spends most of his 
time riding dirt bikes, water skiing and 
driving his high-horsepower boat around 
some isolated lake in Northern California. 
He's keeping quiet. This all makes sense 
for now, but you can't help but wonder - 
for how long? 

How long can you keep John Kocinski 
out of Grand Prix racing? How long will it 
be before somebody realizes that there is 
someone other than Michael Doohan, 
Kevin Schwantz and Luca Cadalora who 
is capable of winning a 500cc GP - and 
that someone is sitting in a boat in North- 
ern California? 

Okay, so he has a bad reputation. So 
does basketball player Dennis Rodman. 
The last time I checked, Kocinski didn't 
dye his hair green and red. He's never 
dated Madonna. And he hasn't carved 
things into his skin. Rodman stays 
employed in the National Basketball 
Association because he plays defense with 
the best of *em and is at the top of the 
league in rebounds year in and year out. 
He's not in the NBA because his employ- 
ers, coaches and fellow players like him. 
He's in the NBA because he can play, 
because he helps his team win games. 

John Kocinski can race. Plain and sim- 
ple. If you take a look at who has won 
500cc Grands Prix in recent years, there's 
not a lot there. Since 1985, there have been 
139 500cc GPs held in the World Champi- 
onship Series, and those 139 GPs have 
been won by 15 men. Fifteen men. And 
that's counting Pier-Francesco Chili's win 
in the 1989 GP of Nations in Misano, Italy, 
a race where the top factory riders boy- 
cotted and Chili beat one Simon Buckmas- 
ter. 

John Kocinski is one of those 15 men - 
of which only seven are still active in GP 
racing. Six of those racers - Michael 
Doohan, Kevin Schwantz, Alex Criville, 
Daryl Beattie, Luca Cadalora and Alex 
Barros - will be racing factory 500s in the 
coming season. One of them will likely be 
stuck on a lake in Northern California. 

But there are those who say that while 
Kocinski can win races, he can never win 
a World Championship. Perhaps those 
same people don't remember way back to 
1990, the year Kocinski won the 250cc 
World Championship. He only won seven 
GPs that season and earned only eight 
pole positions in 15 races. 

But then things started to go wrong. 
He finished fourth in the opening 500cc 
GP in Japan in 1991, ending up only .556- 
of-a-second behind race winner Schwantz. 
But it was easy to see that his riding style 
and racing lines were much different from 
Schwantz, Doohan and Rainey - the top

three in Japan. There was no point and 
squirt. It was more of a classic, high-cor- 
ner-speed style used in 125 and 250cc GP 
racing. Then Kocinski finished third in 
Australia and came home to the U.S. GP 
full of promise in his first full 500cc GP 
season. Laguna Seca didn't belong to his 
teammate Wayne Rainey, Kocinski said. 
Laguna Seca was ready for a new King 
and that King was going to be John Kocin- 
Ski. The threat ended with Kocinski 
sprawled out on the exit of turn two, the 
Marlboro Yamaha violently high-siding 
him as he attempted to run down race 
leader and eventual winner Wayne 
Rainey. 

Upset and probably embarrassed, 
Kocinski quickly dressed, jumped in his 
car and sped away, breaking the law in 
the process as he tried to leave the North- 
ern California facility in haste. He was 
stopped by police on one of Laguna's 
access roads. But he was John Kocinski, he 
voiced. Who gives a damn, they respond- 
ed. John Kocinski went to jail. 

From then on, Kocinski became the 
bad boy of road racing. You either hated 
him or loved him, cheered for him or 
berated him. Just like that, John Kocinski 
had been labeled. 

He finished fourth in the champi- 
onship in 1991, but along the way he 
caused a stir with rumors of him being too 
clean. He was just too methodical in how 
he undressed from his leathers while 
standing on the step of his motorhome; in 
how he cleaned his helmet visor until it 
gleamed; in how he refused to use the 
restroom or shower in his own 
motorhome. The man was a kook, they 
said. He needed a shrink. He wasn't like 
the rest of them, and on top of everything 
else he didn't know what he was doing. 
He rode the 500 like it was a 250 - it was 
all wrong. This couldn't work. 

In 1992, Kocinski finished third in the 
500cc World Championship and again he 
won the final Grand Prix of the season, 
this time in South Africa. But in 1993, he 
was a cast-off for the first time, replaced in 


` the Marlboro Yamaha team by Italian 


Luca Cadalora. His management team 
told him it would be best if he returned to 
the 250cc class for a season, and he was 
placed in the 250cc Lucky Strike Suzuki 
team - exiled to riding an underpowered, 
still-developing motorcycle. This was his 
punishment for not doing what he was 
supposed to do. 

The Suzuki ride lasted through the 
Dutch GP at Assen in June. Again the sea- 
son had started well enough. Kocinski 
rode hard to finish second in Australia 
and fifth in Malaysia. Then came a ninth 
in Japan, a fourth in Spain, a seventh in 
Austria and 12th in Germany... and then it 
all came to a head in Holland. Kocinski 
had long been saying that the Suzuki 
mechanics didn't listen to him, team man- 
agement responded that Kocinski was 
dogging it, and was no longer trying. At 
Assen, Kocinski finished third after a 


National Championships and then do it 
again to prove I deserve it... Then I'd move 
to the 250cc class and win that twice and 
maybe win the Open class a couple of 
times.” Needless to say, he later backed 


. up his predictions...The Oakland Super- 


cross was cancelled due to torrential 
rains...Jim Holley, Mark Lawrence and 
Steve Rhyan wrapped up the 125, 250 and 
500cc Pro classes, respectively, at the СМС 
Golden State Series finale in Valencia, Cal- 
ifornia.

hard-charging 
ride. Kocinski 
didn't come around 
at the end of the cool-off lap. Instead, he'd 
stopped on the back side of the track and 
walked back to his motorhome, refusing 
to go to the podium celebration in a race 
sponsored by Lucky Strike. Bad move. 
Then it was rumored that he'd purposely 
blown the Suzuki up by repeatedly slam- 
ming.his foot on the shifter in an effort to 
destroy the gearbox. He said it wasn't so. 
Suzuki said see ya later, you're fired. 

Enter Cagiva. The Italian company 
stepped in to rescue Kocinski's career 
with the season nearly completed. He fin- 
ished fourth in the Czech Republic Grand 
Prix, fourth in the Italian GP and then he 
did the impossible - he won the U.S. GP at 
Laguna Seca, just two years after being 
tossed in jail at the same locale. He then 
grabbed pole position at the FIM GP in 
Jarama, Spain, and very likely would have 
won the race if Shinichi Itoh hadn't 
crashed under his wheels. 

Apparently, despite what seemed to be 
outright blackballing from some teams, 
Kocinski was back in the saddle and his 
career was about to be rekindled. He was 
Cagiva and Cagiva was Kocinski. But that 
too soured. The “94 season started brightly 
with a win in Australia. He was flying 
high, and so was the Italian team. But as 
the season wore on, things started to fall 
apart. A crash here and a breakdown 
there, and suddenly high hopes for a 
World Championship were dashed. 

Again, John ended up opening his 
mouth at times when it should have 
stayed shut. He is a man who is nearly 
unbeatable when everything is in order, 
but when things fall out of place he seems 
quick to point a finger and lay blame else- 
where. 

Perhaps the reasons why Kocinski may 
end up sitting at home in 1995 are of his 
own doing. As even his closest friends 
say, he is his own worst enemy. It's true 
that when you study his past you find 
that in all Kocinski's problems, he is the 
common denominator. But he shouldn't 
be sitting on a lake in 1995 - he should be 
racing a 500cc Grand Prix bike. Love him 
or hate him, 500cc GP racing needs him. It 
needs another American who is capable of 
winning, especially with the U.S. GP try- 
ing its hand at Road America.
